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Spirit: an ethereal element — Randy California, Jay 
Ferguson, John Locke, Ed Cassidy, Mark Andes — 
merging tone and temper to create sound images 
which transcend the individual identities. Unity of 
Spirit. 

Spirit is the climax of a musical experience: Before 
it came the Marksmen, the Red Roosters, Western 
Union, Spirits Rebellious — sundry combinations of 
the present elements, today’s Spirit being the product 
of a procession of nearly forgotten names and places 
— New York and Topanga, the Seawitch and It’s 
Boss. Then, in June of 1967, the Ash Grove and... 
Spirit. 

Spirit is an experiment in avant-garde: The group is 
working to bring together influences of the past — 


classical jazz, hard rock, electric folk and blue grass, 
to stylistically span a half-century of musical history. 
The result is the synthesis of a new, forward-looking 
medium, improvisational in nature and basically jazz 
in feeling. Spirit’s first album leans toward avant- 
garde jazz, while the more recent “Family That Plays 
Together” draws heavily on commercial blues and 
folk. Album three, now in the works, will be, according 
to Jay, a sort of free form big band sound — Count 
Basie a la Spirit. 

“We want to bridge the gap between all the kinds of 
music played in the U.S.A.," says Cass, "between all 
ages, all races, all kinds of styles. . . ." So far Cassidy 
and Company have been reasonably successful in their 
aim. No doubt Spirit is the underlying factor. 


EDITORIAL 


Psyche Pscene has been aware of two important factors in 
relating articles and stories. One is the abuse and hypocri- 
tical actions of musical groups and their managers. And the 
other is the hypocritical attitudes between the adults and 
the young set. We have made a decision to take a stand on 
both subjects. Psyche Pscene intends to involve itself as much 
as possible on these issues. The first is on groups and manage- 
ment, which will be released in this issue. The second, in which 
we will attempt to uncover bad influences and images directed 
toward the young set. The first factor we have found is that 
many Chicago area groups are taking advantage of schools. 
Especially the Parochial schools. Many clergy involve them- 
selves in trying to procure money for dances in hopes of 
alleviating the burden of todays expenses. This is where 
managers and groups take advantage of the clergy, and ask 
for more money than these groups are worth. To add insult 
to injury they fleece these schools with extremely compli- 
cated and binding contracts, and in many cases the groups 
never show up! Many times because they got a higher paying 
booking elsewhere. One of the more popular excuses that they 
use is that their truck broke down! We realize this is going on 
throughout the country, but Chicago has a bad enough name 
as it is! Then there are the groups that build up a tremendous 
name for themselves and break up, and only one person con- 
tinues the name that was used in the past, and they still get 
paid the same amount of money. It seems unlikely that a group 
could continue with five new members and sound better than 
they did in the past, or even the same . . . this has got to be 
called “CHEATING” the public! This of course holds true of 
groups on the National level as well. Therefore Psyche Pscene 
will print, with ample proof, exactly whats going on and by 
what people. 

The second factor: Adults and the young set. We're tired 
of hearing from various sources that we must communicate 
better within the so called generation gap! When talking to a 
high school or college student, they are very open. They say 
“Ве truthful in your reporting, or, say it like it is." On the 
other hand the adults say “I don't understand what these 
young people want now-a-days, or, in other words, I was 
never allowed to do that when I was a kid." Psyche Pscene 
has tried to compose a magazine that is primarily of interest 
to the young set, and not for the interest of those adults whose 
thinking is strictly a one-way street. Psyche Pscene has also 
been accused of compromising with our respectable standards, 
which at times has made its contents questionable. The reason 
for our respectable contents is that Psyche Pscene is one of 
the few magazines that parents and schools allow students 
to bring into the home and classroom. Well, the majority of 
the young set doesn't always seem to like completely truthful 
and completely clean contents. If Psyche Pscene printed 
nothing but dirty words and obscene pictures it would prob- 
ably sell a million copies. Don't hold your breath waiting for 
that, forget it! In the last issue we had an advertisement for 
subscriptions in which we used the word bullshit. Needless to 
say, this really aroused some of our advertisers and catholic 
schools. However, the young people that we spoke to about it 
didn't mind it at all. Many of the adults said that we were 
wrong in putting this ad in the magazine, even though the rest 
of the magazine was above reproach. By looking at just one 
word, they passed judgement on the entire magazine. This is 
exactly what we thought would happen! Many of these same 
people probably think nothing of using four or seven letter 
words in front of their kids! Many of these same people prob- 
ably get drunk and tell vile and obscene stories in front of their 
kids! And many of these people probably have done alot more 
evil than we could print in an entire volume of magazines. But 
let one of their children repeat these same stories or thoughts, 
or do some thing that in reality they taught them and *POW" 
there's a war on. 

They even have the nerve and the gall to ask the kids 
“Where do you learn these things?" Or “Where do you pick 
up this stuff?" “Where did you pick up this stuff? Where do 
you learn these things?" Dumb? You bet its dumb! If you 
young people want a voice of your own, then support it!! Don't 
keep your ideas and thoughts to yourself! Quit complaining 
to each other. Say what you feel! Through Psyche Pscene or 
anywhere else. We'll more than welcome your letters, even 
from those of you who are over 30!

BOOK STALL 


There’s a kind of emptiness you feel. There’s something out 
there, and if you could only find it, everything would be O.K. 
What is it? The Great Search is something that everyone 
thinks about at one time or another. Some people start out on 
their search, few continue for long. But anyone who is brave 
enough to keep his eyes open is tormented by the necessity 
of starting that search. For some it is a search for themselves, 
for their identity. For others it is a quest for the meaning of 
life, and often it is a search for experiences: mystical, spiritual, 
or sensual. Perhaps this explains the phenomenal popularity 
of the novelist Hermann Hesse, born in Germany in 1877. 
Throughout his books we find people searching, from the 
Buddhist monk in Siddhartha, to the middle-aged, middle- 
class Harry Haller of Steppenwolf. 


Hesse was raised by a severely religious family, and this 
background was to have a tremendous effect on him. As he 
grew up, he drifted in and out of schools and periods of deep 
mental depression, one of which resulted in an attempt at 
suicide. Predictably, his first novel, Peter Camenzind, was 
about the misfortunes of a troubled young writer. 


During the First World War, Hesse’s pacifism led to social 
alienation. At the same time, his father died, his youngest 
son was seriously ill, and his wife became deranged. Once the 
agonies of war were over, Hesse wrote Demian, a study of a 
boy searching for himself. The boy meets Max Demian and 
his mother, Frau Eva, and through their help he is led to some 
incredible experiences. He also encounters the mystical 
organist, Pistorius and learns to worship Abraxas, the god 
of both good and evil. On completing Demian, Hesse began 
to live the life of a hermit, carrying on a search for his own 
identity. 


Siddhartha, written in 1920, is the story of a young Indian 
who meets the Buddha but cannot accept the role of a disciple. 
Siddhartha sets out in search of the sensual, rather than the 
intellectual. Through his travels he gains an understanding 
of life’s basic unity: OM. 


Steppenwolf (1927) is an experimental surrealistic novel 
about Harry Haller, a man who lives in the depths of depres- 
sion in a middle-class civilization. One evening Haller dis- 
covers an alley sign which reads: “Anarchist Evening 
Entertainment. Magic Theatre. Entrance Not For Everybody.” 
Later he finds, at the bottom of the sign, the words: “For 
Madmen Only!” Haller’s search has begun. 


Magister Ludi takes place in a secluded mountain area of 
Europe which has been engulfed by a second Dark Age. A 
small community of men, dedicated to learning, live there in 
a state of poverty and celebacy. They devote themselves to a 
mystical and highly intricate bead game in which all know- 
ledge is reduced to a single principle. The novel relates the 
story of Joseph Knecht, who rises from student to Magister 
Ludi (The High Priest) because he is the most expert player 
of the Bead Game. But Knecht discovers that this life of seclu- 
sion is not the true duty of the intellectual, and he, too, starts 
out on a search. Magister Ludi won Hesse the Nobel Prize. 


Each Hermann Hesse novel is a treasure, to be packed in 
your bag when you begin your search.

We 
won’t comment on what the ear heard, but as Earl Glicken and 
Bud Stebben says, “the greatest group around, of course 
they’re getting paid for it”... By the way, congrats to E. 
Glicken on winning the A & M promo contest, and with the 
eye’s pics too., we're very proud... Talk about way out 
gigs, that’s what we did with Wayne Juhlin and Bob Golinski 
of Liberty. Can you imagine having a promo stint with the 
Last Supper, or trying to sell Al Capone a record, or talking 
to Jackie & Onasis in your underwear, or sitting with a bunch 
of college baseball players who don’t want you, or getting a 
nice lady to pose with two beauties from the auto show, or a 
middle aged man with a pot between two beautiful English 
gals, or, last but not least, smoking a banana at Central Police 
Headquarters? That’s what the eye saw this March around 
town with these two brilliant nuts . . . The ears heard a voice 
from the corner of the Cellar saying "If you see Gwen, will 
you please tell her I'm over here." This was when the Aorta 
played there, the Psyche and Scorpio were playing their role 
as the underground God & Goddess. If anyone sees Scorpio 
sitting alone in a corner, please, please go up to him and say 
hello . . .

The eye was with 
Bob Destocki & Sweetwater, who were in Chi for a promo 
stint on Reprise records. The ear heard that Sweetwater's 
lead guitar couldn't make it here with the group, because?? 
his wife wouldn't permit it? ? This group is refreshing and 
talented, but leader Albert Moore said the group is a jinx... 
The eyes teared and the ears are red after a stint at the 
Grammy Awards. The whole thing was a dud and would have 
been a complete flop if it weren't for the talents of the Diana 
Ross and the Supremes, the Rotary Connection and the 
Arbours. Of course nothing was won or presented here in 
Chicago. Everyone there, was there for the benefit of being 
seen and eating cold chicken. Okay, people that were seen: 
the Columbia people, the RCA people, the Capitol people, 
the Chess people, the Mercury people, the WGN people, the 
Motown people, and the Billboard people. Congrats, you now 
have been mentioned... Га put in something nice about 
the For Days and a Knight, but I can't think of anything, 
so the hell with them . . . More trouble at Dot records, World 
Wide Dist., March 25, 2:00 A.M., building caught fire, all 
merchandise was destroyed, that's really a hard way to get 
rid of all your bombs . . . Biggest party of this year, so far, 
was by Decca Records at the Ambassador East, where Frank 
Scardino intro'd singing star, Jimmy Damon. Apparently, 
Jimmy has uncountable friends. The party was jammed with 
people from other labels, and even the movie scene. Lots of 
luck to a great talent, hope he makes it big... City was 
quietly honored by Mason Williams. Mason was swished 
through town by Bob Destocki of Warner Bros., turning up 
at WGN, WMAQ, WCFL, Lee Phillips, and Jim Conway 
show . . . Blood, Sweat, & Tears packed 'em in Chicago again. 
Congrats to one of the hottest groups of today . . . 
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“Gilded Palace of Sin” (A&M SP4175) 
is the Flying Burrito Bros. first album. 
To say that it’s anything but sheer beauty 
would be imperceptive, not to mention 
highly dishonest. Particularly outstand- 
ing tracks are “Hot Burrito #1” (2-3), 
“Hot Burrito #2” (2-4) and “Do Right 
Woman” (1-3). “Hot Burrito #1” has some 
incredible lead work — all the Burritos’ 
lead guitar is performed on the pedal steel 
guitar, a gentle country cousin to the 
guitar which Sneaky. Pete plays with 
extraordinary skill. “Hot Burrito #2” is 
country blues in the Stephen Stills vein. 
Gram Parsons’ voice is not quite as 
“finished” as Stills’, but the soul is there, 
and the whole number throbs and swells 
with Parson’s vocal. “Do Right Woman” 
has some great lines: 

“Take meto heart, and I ll always love you. 
Take me for granted, and I'll tag along." 


"If you want a do right, all day woman, 


You gotta be a do right, all night man." 


There is a natural lyrical and instru- 
mental innocence about country, but the 
Burritos’ music is not without sophis- 
tication; its value lies in the group's 


ability to communicate their entire realm 
of experience through music. There are 
songs here about draft dodging and 
hippies, Grand Ole Opry to Sunset Strip. 
“Gilded Palace of Sin", the Flying Burrito 
Bros., is not an album everyone should 
run out and buy, but, like the people who 
made it, it’s a special thing, warm and 
humorous and...country, a renais- 
sance "from moment to moment." 


One particular cut on the Burritos’ 
album reminds me tremendously of an 
L.A.-based group called Hearts & 
Flowers. Hearts & Flowers served as my 
first introduction to “citified country/ 
western," and, if you're unfamiliar ear 
balks at the more traditional sounds of 
the Flying Burrito Bros., the Byrds, etc., 
“Now is the Time For Hearts & Flowers" 
(Capitol T2762). Hearts & Flowers re- 
pertoireranges from folk (as Hoyt Axton's 
*10,000 Sunsets") to commercial rock 
(“ВосК and Roll Gypsies") performed by 
Larry Murray (acoustical guitar), Rick 
Cunha 
Dawson (autoharp). Their music is gently 


(acoustical guitar) and Dave 


humorous and urban enough in tone for 
the most hardened of city ears. 


Poco, alias Pogo, alias R.F.D. are due 
to release their first LP on Epic sometime 
this month. Poco are Jim Messina (guitar), 


Randy Meisner (bass), "Richie Furay 
(12-string), Rusty Young (pedal steel 


guitar) and George Grantham (drums). 
Jim Messina is a well known producer- 
engineer in Hollywood. He worked with 
Richie Furay in the Buffalo Springfield, 
and almost as soon as the Buffalo split 
last May, Jim and Richie began making 
plans to form a new group. The result of 
their efforts are sensational reviews and 
a $60,000 contract with Epic. Poco are 
probably the most commercially accept- 
able of the new country groups. Their 
sound maintains the polish of the Buffalo 
Springfield without the tension. Vocals 
are shared by bassist Meisner and Richie 
Furay whose falsetto harmonies gave 
added dimension to the Buffalo's work. 
As with the Burrito Bros., most instru- 
mental leads are performed on pedal steel 
guitar. 


One last note: Much to my embar- 
rassment, the line-up given for the Byrds 
herein last month was totally incorrect. 
As things stand now, the Byrds are Roger 
McGuinn and Clarence White on lead 
guitar, John York on bass and Gary 
Parsons on drums. L.M.

Hype, perhaps. But I’ve come to accept A&M pr 
material in the same vein it’s offered: tongue in cheek. 
So when the Burritos came to town last month, I put 
tongue in one cheek and a wad of Bazooka in the other 
and went to see them. 

The Flying Burrito Bros. are ballbusters. They are 
fine country musicians with a natural feel for roots 
music that’s becoming precious novelty in the mush- 
rooming commercial revival of country/western. The 
Burritos capture with ease all the warm simplicity and 
dry humor of country. Their music drawls and puckers 
and delights. 

That Name: “The name of the Flying Burrito Bros. 
was conjured up out of Heavy Air by one Mr. Ian 
Dunlop. Now Mr. Dunlop is one of the Notorious 
Dunlop Bros. from Norton, Mass. . . .. Mr. Dunlop 
also named the International Submarine Band which 
gives him a place in ‘The New College Encyclopedia 
of Music' by J.A. Westrup and F. L. Harrison. Un- 
fortunately somebody left out that section due to the 
fact that Westrup and Harrison are professors at Ox- 


ford and Dunlop never left Massachusetts." 

Byrds of a Feather: The Flying Burrito Bros. are 
Sneaky Pete (pedal steel), Michael Clarke (drums), 
Chris Hillman (rhythm guitar), Gram parsons 
(rhythm guitar) and Chris Ethridge (bass). Excepting 
Ethridge, all have spent time with the Byrds, and all 
of them come from backgrounds steeped in country 
sounds, towns like Meridian, Miss., Winterhaven, 
Florida. But there were freaky side trips, too — like 
Parsons' five months at Harvard where he organized 
the International Submarine Band, (“There was me, 
an English psychiatrist’s son, a Connecticut judge's 
son, and this weird anarchist kid from Baltimore. 
We considered the group good therapy for one 
another.") or Chris Ethridge's sessions with Paul 
Revere & the Raiders. But eventually minds and 
music met, and the Flying Burrito Bros. emerged on 
the West Coast, Fall, 1968. *We're involved with 
music of the spirit, or if you will, Goose Bump Music," 
claims Gram. Who Knows? Maybe goose bumps are 
where it's all at. L.M. 


Chi P SCENE 


The Chicago scene is so vast... . people seem to dis- 
appear into oblivion almost before you've gotten to 
know them. Remember THE ROUND TRIP, the blues 
group we featured in connection with Chicago Fantasy 
Lights? The Round Trip was long ago terminated, 
but I've run across two of the group's lost souls just 
recently. CURT BACHMAN is now playing bass with 
FRIEND AND LOVER, and, to my great amazement, 
vocalist IRMA ROUTEN turned up guesting with 
MOTHER EARTH at the Playground. Irma was in 
town for a Playboy Club audition. She has a new 
MGM single out called “I WILL SACRIFICE”... 
speaking of MOTHER EARTH, their gig with TIM 
HARDIN and SPIRIT at Theater was nothing short 
of disastrous. Both the Earth and Hardin are fine 
artists, but the Kinedome was jammed with devoted 
Spirit fans (devoted at least since “I Got A Line On 
You") whose attention span just wasn’t capable of 
withstanding the evening’s troubles with Theater’s 
complicated light & sound systems. Tiny TRACY 
NELSON spit fire and TIM HARDIN totally blew 
his cool, leaping from the stage to bitch out the col- 
lected cycle gangers — still, the audience was one of 
the rudest this reporter has ever encountered. . . . 
and of sermon. . .spoke at length with gorgeous JAY 
FERGUSON, SPIRIT’s lead vocalist. Jay is intelli- 
gent and warm and went so far as to thank me for talk- 
ing to him! (she blushed ingenuously) The next Spirit 
LP will feature a “big band sound” with fewer arrange- 
ments than they’ve done previously and more impro- 
visation... .CHAD MITCHELL was among the en- 
thusiastic thousands welcoming BLOOD, SWEAT & 
TEARS to Chicago (I suspect BS&T could’ve played 
hopscotch for 40 minutes and the crowd would’ve 
cheered). CHAD has just finished his third solo 
album, this one on BELL Records and produced by 
BILL TROUT. The disc is called "WHAT'S THAT 
GOT TO DO WITH ME?"; the title song will be re- 
leased as a single... . A BLUEBERRI, formerly the 
REVELLES have split after three years of hard work. 
Lead guitarist, BRUCE MATTEY has accepted 
a position with the ROBBS. On behalf of A Blueberri, 
grateful thanks to all the kids who supported them, 
and especially to promoter JIM KOLB. . . ROTARY

Is it only practised by old/ladies in 
caves in Eastern Europe? If you answered yes to any 
of the above questions your broom’s due for a good 
lube job. The study of the occult is coming to light 
more now than ever before. All over the country young 
people are getting into a magic bag. Proof of this in- 
terest was the march on the Pentagon in ’67. A penta- 
gon is a five-sided figure which symbolizes evil. The 
demonstrators were involved in an effort to leviate 
the Pentagon; they didn’t succeed, but the belief and 
the idea were there. 


The Issue in Black and White: Basically there are 
two kinds of magic. White magic is used for good 
purposes, to conteract the evil forces roaming the 
earth. Black magic is the art of manipulating those 
evil forces. The type of magic you get involved in de- 
pends entirely upon your own personality. But magic, 
Black or White, is not a force to be fooled with. Abuse 
your powers, and you risk getting into the thing a 
lot deeper than you might have planned. 


Love potions and hexes are not the only means of 
magic. Palmistry, numerology and tarot cards are 
studies in themselves, and, of course, astrology plays 
an important role in the lives of a great many people. 


If you're really interested in the occult, your best 
source of information in Chicago is the Occult Book- 
store, 651 North State. They have classes and read- 
ings dealing with the occult and books covering al- 
most every form of magical being from werewolves 
and vampires to witches and spirits. Books instruct- 
ing you in the use of tarot cards and palmistry are 
available, as well as volumes of tales of the super- 
natural. 


The forces of good and evil, Black and White magic, 
are constantly at work about us, and we should be 
aware of their presence and their effect upon our lives. 
You could be a witch or a warlock — the first on your 
block to hex the neighborhood! 


The world needs more White magic if we're to combat 
the myriad evil-doers. After all, Gandalf can't to it 
alone, you know!

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NEW RECORD RELEASES ALBUMS 


SHORT SUBJECTS 


The Idle Race: The Birthday Party (Liberty LST-7603) or 
The New Vaudeville Band meets the Monkees on Penny Lane, 
29 minutes of commercial nothing plus the standard preten- 
tious liner notes. 


Vicki Carr: For Once In My Life (Liberty LST-7604). 
Smoothe, supper club deliveries from one of pop’s most pro- 
fessional songstresses — “Happy Together” and the title cut 
are standouts. Recorded live at the Plaza in New York. 


Illinois Speed Press: (Columbia CS9792) Opening with 
satire a la Guercio, (“Overture”) the ISP’s first lp is identi- 
fiably Chicago in sound and scene, but refreshingly “electric” 
in influence — South Side raw and Nashville warm. Dig “Pay 
the Price” and “P.N.S.” 


Leonard Cohen: Songs From a Room (Columbia CS 9767). 
The voice is Dylanesque, but the songs are unquestionably 
Leonard Cohen. Cohen’s sensitivity to his own words make 
his performances the definitive recordings. His second Ip 
maintains the stark simplicity of his first effort — outstand- 
ing tracks are “The Story of Isaac” and "Seems So Long Ago, 
Nancy.” 


Tim Hardin: Suite for Susan Moore (Columbia CS9787). 
Tim Hardin’s latest is like a book of love poems — to be some- 
times-given and always-shared. His voice is wine and roses, 
warm and blue. “Everything Good Become More True,” “The 
Country I’m Living In” — sweet agony to be held in the hand. 


Phil Ochs: Rehearsals for Retirement (A&M). Ochs’ sixth 
Ip, his third for A&M, is slated for release early in April. 
A&M also plans to release a single from rehearsals’ “My Life.” 


Chicken Shack: O.K. Ken (Blue Horizon BH 7705) can only 
be described as tiresome. Each song is introduced by a little 
dialogue, an attempt at humor that just isn’t funny. Chicken 
Shack are fairly competent musicians, but their lp is mono- 
tonous. 


Nucleus: (Mainstream 96120). Nucleus, a Canadian group, 
have potential, but they rely too heavily on gimmickry, and 
pretension obscures their music from the listener. With such 
lofty titles as “Judgement Day” and “Communication” the 
group takes on more than it can handle, resulting in disasters 
like “Jenny Wake Up” — nine minutes of bits of sound, snatches 
of noise, a collage of experimentation, but certainly not music. 


Ike and Tina Turner: Outta Season (Blue Thumb BTS 5). 
Ike and Tina Turner have put alot into this record, and the 
listener, in turn, gets alot out of it. Every groove of the record 
is an intensely personal statement — they scream out with 
love and joy, and sob with sorrow. This is Soul; what more 
can I say? 


The Winter Consort: (A&M SP4170). Sax, cello, Baroque 
lute, classical guitar, English horn, alto flute, bass marimba, 
string bass and sundry other instruments are gathered to- 
gether along with a group of fine musicians: The Winter 
Consort. The result is the creation of an album of beauty and 
brilliance — from “Ballad in 7/8” (an Hungarian peasant 
song), to Paul Winter's "Spring," “Trotto” (a 13th Century 
Italian Dance) and “Both Sides Now" by Joni Mitchell. The 
music ranges from silvery cool to golden warm, from the realm 
of the classical to the persistent rhythms of jazz. Exquisite. 
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A CLOSER LOOK 


NEIL YOUNG: (Reprise 6317) There is something 
incredibly, frighteningly beautiful about this album, the first 
solo effort by the Buffalo Springfield's brilliant lead guitarist, 
Neil Young. In ten songs Neil sketches all the agony of exis- 
tence, manipulating words, contradicting his own poetic 
simplicity with a sarcastic, sometimes bitter undercurrent of 
frustration. 


There are words here that will stay with you. “Lately I've 
found myself losing my mind; knowing how badly I need her;" 
(from “If I Could Have Her Tonight") “It’s hard enough 
losing without the confusion of knowing I tried;" (“What 
Did You Do To My Life?") “So the subtle face is a loser this 
time;" (“Неге We Are in the Years") gentle lines, sad lines. 


Neil Young strains neither eye nor ear. His album is taste- 
fully produced and arranged, and his abilities enable him to 
combine strings and brass with his vocal tracks without fear 
of sounding pretentious. There is no superfluous emotion, or 
music. 


The album is a paradox, a three ring circus for an audience 
of one, an intensely personal statement about a series of 
universals.

children cry in fear,

SPANKY & OUR GANG: Anything You Choose (Mercury 
SR 61183). It's not often that you find an album that is a 
complete work; Sgt. Pepper was like that, and from the stand- 
point of artistic unity, Spanky & Our Gang's latest, Anything 
You Choose, more than equals the Beatles' efforts. Like the 
Mamas & Papas, Spanky & Our Gang treat the human voice 
as an instrument: “1-3-5-8,” a childishly simple vocal exer- 
cise, becomes Stu Scharf's whimsical love song, “Jane.” The 
transition is polished and professional, typical of the per- 
formances on the disc. The Gang flows from one tune to an- 
other with the assistance of flawless production by the Scharf/ 
Dorough team; they emerge from the drama of "Yesterday's 
Rain" and, sense of humor still intact, “good time it" through 
"Hong Kong Blues," and plunge into the agony of Scharf's 
*Give a Damn." 


If, as rumor insists, this latest Gang cutting is to be their 
last, Anything You Choose is a fitting farewell to pop. The 
album is a masterpiece; you can't get much better than that!

Who decides what Chicago hears on the radio? Who decides 
what Chicago listeners are exposed to? Either a radio station 
owner, or someone he hires to be station manager or especially 
program director, will have in his mind the type of format or 
the type of sound that he wants, and, in picking the music, he 
tries to get that sound, he tries to program within that sound. 
Even on my show, playing the broad variety of music that I 
play, I still have to stick to something that’s jazz oriented or 
pop oriented. Even a rocker ballad, if it has some strings to 
sweeten it, can still fit within my format. I think it would be 
pretty difficult for an R&B station or a Top 40 station to just 
play any record, and somebody’s going to have to determine 
what kind of sound the station’s going to have. There are more 
people recording than even I realize, and you have to pick from 
the 900 records or whatever that you receive each week. A 
recent argument is that while the public has begun to buy 
more and more albums, the radio stations continue to play 
45’s. I think it’s a technical thing within the stations. A 45 is 
an easier record to play or to put on cart, there’s only one 
track there to deal with. I don’t think it has anything to do 
with not trying to play what the public wants: I think they 
really try to give the public what they want. They don’t always 
succeed — sometimes a program director of a given station 
will toss a record out and say, “No, I don’t think that’s going 
to make it,” but usually the program director is a man who’s 
been chosen because of his ear, because of his knowledge of 
music, and because he thinks, and everyone else in the station 
thinks he knows what he’s doing, that he knows how to please 
the people. But they can’t always be right. 


A program director has to keep up with the changes in music, 
he has to change, he has to do what I hope I’m doing. I’ve 
been listening to music all my life — I come from a muscial 
family — my father is a well-known entertainer, my mother 
never sang professionally, but she had a lovely voice — every- 
one in my family is musically inclined to some extent, so I’ve 
been listening to music since I was a baby, and I’ve been 
exposed to all types. 1 make it a point to keep up. I don’t 
necessarily play strict underground on my show, but I will 
listen to underground so I can find out what they’re doing; I 
want to be aware of that, too. A program director has to keep 
on top of his “thing” so to speak, and he has to get out of his 
little cubbyhole and find out what’s happening in music, 
whether it directly affects his sound or not, because if his 
ratings drop, he’s got to be able to do something to bring them 
up again, and that’s important to radio people. The public 
doesn’t have to worry about ratings; they listen to what they 
like, but the program director or the d.j. has to worry about 
his or her ratings, so we almost have to play what the people 
want. I don’t necessarily love every record I play, but if it has 
a sound, if I think it'll appeal, or if I get a request for it — 
sometimes a listener can turn me on to a record that I was not 
aware of that people are really going for — I'll play it. 


АП in all, the listeners really determine more than they 
realize they do as far as what the radio stations play. If they 
show reaction to a certain sound, a radio station is going to 
play it. Not all stations change in this way — there's always 
going to be that little private set that will not like the “new” 
sound. But, for example, if underground got to be really big 
here, and I understand it's much bigger out in California, I 
would feel safe in integrating it more into my format, and so 
should other broadcasters. But once again, it depends solely on 
the reaction of the people. 
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CINEMA: 


For the most part, movies are entertainment. The 
audience asks for an escape: for a few laughs, a few 
tears, for Sidney Poitier or Doris Day cavorting across 
the screen in an endless series of escapades. The Great 
Escape is an American cultural phenomenon. What are 
television series and most commercial films if not 
escapes from reality? They are seldom of artistic or 
aesthetic value. They ask none but the most mundane 
questions: Will the Mod Squad's cover be revealed? 
Will Julie Andrews preserve her virginity? Will Julia's 
son be discriminated against? We know the answers 
before we see the show. 

But there is hope. Foreign films and so-called “arty” 
films are now enjoying an increase in popularity. When 
directed by one of the masters — Godard, Truffaut, 
Bergman, Fellini — these motion pictures are more than 
entertainment; they are Experiences. They grab your 
attention and make the involvement of the audience 
nearly total. After seeing "Shame" (directed by Ingmar 
Bergman) I felt as if my stomach had been tied into 
knots; the tension, fear and anguish of the film were a 
part of me. The French film “The Two of Us" was a 
movingly beautiful story of humanity, focusing on the 
friendship of an old anti-Semitic man and a Jewish 
schoolboy. Viewing "Juliet of the Spirits", an older 
filn by Fellini (now regarded as a classic) was like 
taking a trip on drugs: reality and fantasy were 
intricately bound together. Yes, there is hope. In recent 
American movies — “The Graduate", “Rachel, Rachel" 
and "Faces" — European techniques are recognizable, 
and the commerical success of these movies shows a 
promising future for the film industry and for its audi- 
ence, as well.

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Is the American Indian truly the “Vanishing Ameri- 
can”? Some people think so, but the Indian population 
of the United States is a proud and important part of 
modern America. The Indian is an economically neg- 
lected minority. It seems most white Americans take 
Indians for granted, watch them on Gunsmoke, and 
send them back to the reservation. The Indians have 
been largely ignored or patronized by politicians who 
have helped to perpetuate the myth that all red men 
live happy, comfortable lives on pleasant reservations. 
It was not until the 1968 presidential campaign that 
the true plight of the American Indian began to re- 
ceive proper attention. The late Sen. Robert Kennedy 


helped to hip the nation to the not-too-pretty realities 
of the reservation. He stressed the fact that the high- 
est suicide rate in America is among Indian youth. 
Why? Education on Indian reservations is a white 
man’s education, education which naturally down- 
grades the Indian. White history boasts of cheating, 
stealing from and murdering the red man. Their 
proud, noble heritage is ripped down and dragged in 
the dirt. 


The Indian sees now future in the white man’s world. 
It’s highly unlikely that he’ll get off the reservation, 
and those Indians who do venture into the big city 
find their opportuinties neither big nor beautiful. In- 
stead they find discrimination due to color and back- 
ground. Chicago has several agencies to help the 
migrant Indian. The Bureau of Indian Affairs, 433 W. 
Van Buren, helps the newcomer to Chicago find 
employment and housing. It provides health programs 
and funds for furniture and clothing. The Bureau, 
however, cannot provide open-minded businessmen or 
open-minded neighbors. 


Another place the Indian can go in Chicago is the 
American Indian Center, 1630 W. Wilson. The Center 
provides a place for Indian youth to gather, hold 
group activities, enjoy their newly urbanized life 
and learn to be proud of their Indian heritage. The 
Center’s main objectives are to help the Indian re- 
late to his new environment and to teach him how to 
help other newcomers. But most of all, the Center 
wishes to help Indians help themselves. 


The Indian is as proud of his heritage as most white 
Americans are of theirs. However, considering the 
suppression the red man is currently experiencing, is 
the possibility of an Indian uprising, like that in the 
black ghetto, so very unlikely?

The Missing Links step onto the 
stage and a chain reaction starts be- 
tween one of the most versatile groups 
around Chicago and their audience. 


The Missing Links play all types of 
pop music from soul to acid to the soft 
harmony that they depend on most. 


The Links started their chain 
during the late summer of 1967 with 
three members and by the following 
February had grown to their present 
six. They are Gary Blume (leader 
of the group and lead guitar), Jerry 
Tarbox (lead vocal), Howard Sachs 
(rhythm guitar), Bob Durham 
(percussion), Joe Richards (bass 
guitar), and featured “star” eight- 
year old Scott Blume (drummer). 


All six musicians blend their 
voices together on smooth har- 
monized ballads for a big part of 
their sound, but they can do a com- 
plete turn-about and put out a pul- 
sating, heavy sound. 


Scott, one of the youngest rock 
performers in the Chicagoland area, 
has played drums for two and one- 
half years and holds the audience 
spellbound as he goes off on a solo 
at different times during the night, 
or occasionally climbs out from under 
the skins to show the older ones “how 
to do it the right way”.

THE WEST SIDE STORY 


The lights dim, a cymbal ride rises 
from the rear of the stage, and one 
of the most dynamic groups from 
the Midwest springs into action. 


The West Side Story, based in 
Chicago, has appeared at most of 
the major teen clubs in Illinois and 
surrounding states. When asked 
about the type of music they played, 
there were conflicting reports from 
each of the members. Maria, drummer 
for the group, summed it up best 
when she said, “We do a little of 
everything, but try to stick to 
straight rock with jazz horn arrange- 


ments". 


As a group they are newcomers, 
but individually they have been 
around the Chicago scene for some 
time. George was the lead singer 
for the Buckinghams until the Army 
paid him a call. 


Like the movie, the group also has 
a Maria, probably the best female 
percussionist in the Midwest. The 
rest of the group is comprised of 
Al(sax), George (vocal), Jack (organ), 
John (bass), Phil (guitar), and Randy 
(trumpet). You owe it to yourself 
to see this group, even if you have 
seen the movie.
